The  Normal  luiglish  is  designed  to  meet  the  increasing  demand 
for  teachers  in  our  Common  Schools,  and  is  heartih'  commended  to 
young  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  desire  thorough  instruction  and 
drill  in  the  English  branches.  To  those  who  complete  this  Course 
a  Diploma,  expressing  the  scholarship  attained,  will  be  gi\  en.

WILLIAMSPORT    DICKINSON    SEMINARY 

Is  an  institution  of  high  grade,  wdth  ample  facilities  for  giving 
young  ladies  and  gentlemen  a  superior  education.  It  is  organ- 
ized upon  the  plans  which  have  been  approved  by  long  experi- 
ence, and  adopted  by  the  best  schools  in  this  country,  embracing 
all  modern  appliances  in  means  and  methods  of  instruction.  It 
was  founded  in  1<S4(S,  and  is  regularly  chartered  by  the  Legisla- 
lature  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  authorized  to  confer 
degrees  upon  those  wdio  com{)lete  the  prescribed  Courses  of 
Study.

Many  cominLi-  to  the  s(diool  in  poor  health  have  returned 
fully  restored.  The  city  is  situated  on  the  West  l>ranch  of  the 
Sus(iuehanna  Iviver,  has  a  population  of  tw'(Mity  thousand,  is 
widely  known  for  its  intcUigiMU'c,  its  (Miterj)rise,  the  taste  dis- 
])layed  in  the  characti^r  of  its  public  !)uildings  and  private  ri^si- 
dences,  and  tlu^,  moral  apprninces  with  which  it  is  lurnished.

Attendance 
upon    these  social   services   is   o})tional    with    the   Students. 
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Exercises  in  S})cninir,  Etymology,  Keading,  Declamation 
and  Original  Composition  are  re(|nired  of  all  the  Stndents 
throughout  the  year.  In  addition  to  these,  public  exercises 
are  held  in  the  Seminary  chapel  every  Friday  evening,  at 
which  the  more  advanced  Students  read  essays  or  deliver 
original  speeches,  interspersed  with  vocal  or  instrumental 
music,  furnished   by  the  Music  Department. 


LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

Ther6  are  three  flourishing  l!^terary  Societies  connected 
willi  the  Seminary — the  J^elles  Lettres,  the  (Jamma  Epsilon, 
and  the  Ti'ipartite  Union.  The  first  two  are  in  the  gentlemen's, 
and  the  last  in  the  ladic^s'  de})artment.  Each  has  a  well  fur- 
nished hall,  and  a  judiciously  sele(*ted  library,  ajxureiratinix 
more  than  two  thousand  volumes.  Each  prepares  and  reads 
a  pa[)er  in  the  chapel  once  in  three  weeks,  in  connection  with 
othcu'  literary  exc^rcises,  thus  furnishing  inspiration  to  intel- 
lec^tual  culture,  as  well  as  entertainment  for  the  Students  and 
the  public.
